Gray's allev 
runs from lliver a\euue to the canal, be 
iween Anderson and Morgan streets. There 
wero sir two story bouses in tbe row, wbi<-li 
-ver- '">r^pl"t«Mi la**t fall, and were first oc- 
oapied in November. (Jeorge Grinder and 
family r.^»'pi».d tbe first bouse, Mr. S. l'n- 
rMt'i"rs toe second, and Mr. Smith the third. 
Imrinr the present summer much sickness 
wns ( r.fK'riotioed among tiie residents of tin- 
row, all exbibiting the same symptoms, 
those of vomiting, purging nud spasms 
Tbe attacks, however, were of a different 
deare-*- of violence, aud the impression pre- 
vailed in tbe neighborhood that the hydrant 
water contained |toison, not tbe least suspi- 
cion attaching to any person. The numer- 
ous deaths occurring iu the house of Mrs. 
Grinder and in the vicinity occasioned sotu- 
remark, but with the in.erment of the de-

SIPDEN DEATH OF M Us. If AMY C. CAROTUEKS. 

Mr. James fS. Ctrotners, formerly the 
neighbor of Mr. Grinder, is a young man 
employed in the dry goods establishment 
of Mr. James M. Carr, Federal strett, Alle- 
^ti-nv. and had been recently married to 
Miss Caroline Phillips, of New Castle, with 
whom Mr*. Grinder became intimate. On 
Tuesday evening, June^Tih last, Mrs. Ca- 
rothers aooepted an invitation to take tea 
with Mrs. Grinder, aud shortly after her 
return home was seized with violent pur^- 
iug aud vomiting. The next day, however, 
she appeared to be much better, when her 
husband accompanied her to the country 
on a visit to her relative*. He n-t 11 r n»*. I t> 
the city on tin- Best Friday, and took sup- 
>upj>er at Mrs. cjririder's house, when he 
■In was seized with a similar sicknts.. 
which cxmlined him to the h«»use for several 
weeks, his physicians, on two occasions, 
entertaining no hopes of his recovery. His 
wife was sent for, but before her arrival 
Mrs. tirinder visited him frequently, pre- 
pared his food, aud showed bun much at- 
tention. He finally recovtred, although 
shattered in health and constitution, aud 
resumed his busiuessas usual. Oa the 15th 
of July last, Mrs. Carol hers Hgiin took tea 
with Mrs. Grinder, aud during the night 
she La came so ill that a physician was sent 
for, who administered some medicine. She 
continued to grow worse until tbe 1st iust., 
when she expired. During her sicklies* 
Mrs. Cinndt-r was assidious in her atten- 
tions, and furnished her with many delica- 
cies. Mrs. Carothers was a young and 
healthy woman, and although her death 
created great surpr.se, no suspicion of foul 
ptej was excited in the minds of her friends.

M r». < 'arothers her hus- 
band relinquished housekeeping, and rent- 
ed the premises to Mr. James M. Johnston, 
who took possession on the l*th iust. A few 
days before, Mrs. Johnston entered the 
house for ihe purpose of cleaning it, aud at 
noon accepted an invitation to take dinner 
with Mrs. Grinder. Shortly afterward sin- 
was seized with spasms, which continued 
during tbe night.

OTHER A4.LK' JED VICTIMS. 

In March last, Samuel Grinder, a broth- 
er-in-law of tbe suspected woman, visited 
lifer Tioiise. He was a soldier in the army, 
but owing to sickness he bad been an in- 
mate for aoine (lane <»t the Military Hospi- 
tal, in the Ninth Ward. When he arrived 
at the house he appeared to be in good 
health, but a day or two afterward was 
taken suddenly sick. A ladv, who resided 
in the neighborhood, visited bim, whofouud 
him suffering terribly. She asked Mrs. 
Grinder^what jwas^the J ni jjt*r with him. 

diphtheria. The sick man called repeated- 
ly for water, when the lady handed him a 
drink. Mrs. Grinder noticing the move- 
ment, seized tbe tu under and dashed it up- 
on the hearth, breaking it into pieces, say- 
ing at tbe same time that water would kill 
him. Tbe poor fellow died the next morn* 
ing. 

A soldier's widow, having with her a 
young child, stopped at tbe bouse shortly 
af'ierward. The saineevening the child be- 
came sick and died iu a lew days. An in- 
quest was held on tbe body by tbe Coroner, 
aud tue jury complimented Mrs. Grinder 
lor the attention she had paid the little suf- 
ferer. The poor moth' r was in< insoluble 
at tbe ioa ef Bar child, aud informed the 



neighbors that she feared it had been poi- 
soned. She lives in the vicinity of Alliance, 
Ohio. 

An old lady, named Gallagher, died sud- 
denly at Mrs. Grinder's house about the 
middle of last mouth, from symptoms 
which led to the belief that poison had 
been administered. Mrs. Shoemaker, a 
washerwoman living on Morgan street, 
was taken suddenly sick a few days ago, 
alter eating at Mrs. Grinder's house, but 
she is now convalescent. Mr. Smith's fam- 
ily partook of some soup prepared by Mrs. 
<irinder, aud wer" immediately seized with 
m lent purging and vomiting. Her own 
babe also died suddenly a few weeks ago. 

ANOTHER HORRIBLE CASE. 

A new development was brought to light 
last night, which will probably fix Airs. 
Grinder's guilt beyond all peradveuturc 
A\< iing Jri-b girl, named Miss Jane K. 
Buchanan, had l>een for four years in the 
employ ol Mrs. Kirkpatrick, a widow, who 
keeps a boarding-house on the corner ol 
Liberty (street and Evans alley, when she 
concluded that the labor she was expected 
tc perforin was too severe, aud concluded to 
leave her situation, and go to Philadelphia, 
where her aunt resided. . 

A female friend, hearing of her determi- 
nation, visited, and endeavored to prevail 
on her to remain in the city, stating that 
she knew of a family of "three persons, 
named Grinder, who were in search of a 
iirl. Miss Buchanan agreed to remain iu 
case she could secure an easy situation, 
when Mrs. Grinder culled upon her, and by 
reiirps,.n(Mtions, succeeded in eliciting a 
promise from her that she would call at her 
MML and if everything was satisfactory, 
would remain. Accordingly ou Wednes- 
day, February 24lh, 18*34, Miss Buchanan 
had her trunk [removed from Mrs. Kilpai- 
rick's house to the residence of a triend,ami 
t fasti wmt to Mrs. lirinder's. Ou Thursday 
she became suddenly ill, and on Friday 
was much worse. Ou Saturday Mrs. Kirk- 
patrick and daughter visited Miss Buchan- 
an, and prolfereu their services to sit up 
with her, but Mrs. Grinder said it \\a» en- 
tirely unnecessary. She also endeavored 
to convey the impressions into the minds 
ol the visitors that Mi.ss Buchanau's sick- 
ness was occasioned by too close an intima- 
cy with a young man named Roberts, but 
as tbe ladies knew that Miss Buchanau's 
character was irreproachahle, they declined 
listening to the insinuations. Shortly af- 
terward a, young woman who lived next 
door, called upon Miss ti. and fouud her 
still in lied, Mrs. Grinder giving her delica- 
cies, and bestowing every attention which 
kindness could suggest. She railed at Mi-s 
B. for being sick so soon al ter going to her 
new place, when the poor girl said that her 
stomach was burning up, and when che 
asked lor water it was refused. As the 
youug woman was having the house, Mrs. 
Grinder spoke unkindly of the girl, and re- 
llected strongly against Roberts. On Satur- 
day night Mr. Griuder called at the house 
w here Miss Buchanan had lett her trunk, 
and took it home with him. The trunk con- 
tained a quantity of good clothing, together 
with lotty-tive or titty dollars in bills, and 
eleven dollars in gold. 

Miss Kucbanau continued to grow wor.-e, 
and died ou the succeeding Monday morn- 
ing about six o'clock. Tbe suddenness ol 
her death awakened suspicion iu tbe minds 
at her friends that foul play had been used, 
ami this suspicion was strengthened by 
Mrs. Grinder's slating that she did not 
know an\ thing about either the trunk, 
clothing or money. Coroner McClung, who 
was at that tune officiating, was apprised 
of the occurrence, when he visited the 
bfMM and held an inquest on the body; but 
as it appeared impossible for the jury to 
arrive at any definite < -.inclusion iu regard 
to the death, they accepted tte hypofhssiii 
advanced by Mrs. Griuder, and rendered a 
v. -idict of "death from natural causes." As 
the trunk of the dec-sed could not be 
loun 1, a subscription was started among 
her female friends, and a suMiciency <>t 
money raised to pay for having her h\.d\ 
d-c.-nilv interred in BTiUdale ' '■ im tery. 

Miss Buchanan arm ed hi this atty >bO*rl 
live years before her death, and bore an ir 
l eproachable character for honesty and in- 
tegrity. She was an exemplary member ol 
oue of tbe Presbyterian churches, and her 
sudden death was a cause of deep regret to 
a large circle of frieuds, who, although 
they suspected that she had been unfairly 
dealt with, were unwilliug to believe that 
she had been poisoned. 

MI»s lit ( UANAN's lioDV TO BE EXHUMED. 

Distiict Attorney Kilpatrick, wh > was 
instrumental in eliciting the above facts, 
visited the Mayor's office last night, aud, at 
his instance, ollicer John Herron made 
information before Mayor Lowry against 
Mrs. Grinder, charging her with procuring 
Mi-s liuciianan's death by means ot poison, 
and another commitment was lodged 
against ber. Miss Buchanan's body will 
be exhumed to day, and a thorough 
■naJj sis of the stomach made by au experi- 
enced chemist, with a vi-w of ascertaining 
whether or not poison was used. It is said 
that mercurial poisons can be detected mi 
less the bedy has beeu entirely decomposed, 
and although tbe poor girl haf been buried 
nearly a year and a hall', hopes are enter- 
tained thai it is not yel too late to act in the 
matter. The same course will be pursued 
in regard to tbe other supposed victims. 

MRS. URINDER IN JAIL. 

Mrs. Grinder is confined iu the county 
jail, iu one of the cells in the female war/t. 
on Saturday morning she became quite 
--ick urn! vomited violently, when Dr. A. G. 
lid andless, Physician to the Jail, was sent 
for, w bo gave her some medicine, with in- 
structions how to use it. AHer the Doctor 
had taken his departure, she seut for an- 
o;her physicinn, but at the request of her 
le^al adviser countermanded the order, and 
is now attended bv Dr. Met 'andless. Yes- 
terday afternoon she was much better. Her 
little daughter is iu tbe cell with her togeth- 
er with a female prisoner who was placed 
thereto attend upon her during ber sick- 
ness. An effort has been made by some 
charitable persons to induce Mrs. G. to con- 
sent to the removal ol her child, but she re- 
fuse- to permit her to leave. Mr. Griuder 
visited the jail on Saturday, and requested 
permission to go to his wife's cell, but the 
Warden would net consent. Mrs. Griuder, 
however, was informed that she could see 
ber husband at the wicker gate, when 
she stated that she was too weak to walk 
that far. She appears to be well supplied 
with money, and her meaia are furnished 
from tbe Warden's table. 

Mrs. Grinder will have a hearin r before 
the Mayor to-day, when Prof. Wuth, the 
chemist, who is making an analysis of a 
number of drugs found in a bureau drawer 
in ber dwelling, will probably be prepared 
to give the result of his investigation.

Cuilu Murder. — A woman named Caro- 
line Rable took a child from tbe County 
Asylum in Fort Wayne, Ind., last Friday, 
carried it iuto the woods and killed it. 

Miss Nancy Rogers, a young and beauti- 
ful lady, living near Fort Wayne, Ind , 
committed suicide the other day by tatting 
strychnine. Disappointment in a love af 
fair is said to have impelled her to the deed 

Stockton 0L Campbell, a soldier of the 
17th Indiana regiuifnt, jumped from the 
steamer Indiana, while delirious from fe- 
ver, in the Mississippi, about fifty miles 
above Memphis, and was supposed to have 
been drowned, aud so reported. He has ar- 
rived af his home in Rtishville. When he 
fell overboard he swam down the river 
about four miles, got in a tree top, was 
nearly eaten up by musquitoes, was picked 
up by auother steamer 
reached home innately. 

A man named Ry»n, of Parke county 
came to this place and indulged in severe 
drinking lor tnree or four days, after which 
he started for home. Ou arriving at PughV 
Mills, tin Big Raccoon, he concluded to 
bathe at exactly the same poiut where, 
twenty-five years since, bis lather and sis- 
ter were accidentally drowned. On goim. 
into tbe water, however, he said he intend- 
ed to drown himself where his sister was 
drowned, and true to bis word, be sank in 
tbe water at almost the very spot, and 
when taken out was dead. Infelicity in do- 
mestic matters was said to be the cause for 
the suicide.— Terre Haute Express. 



A >lrn- Bid for 

The people of Richmond, learning that 
the President intended to visit them, very 
properly proceeded to make arrangements 
for his reception. Of course there have been 
meetings held, committees appointed aud 
resolutions offered. 

It appears thai the meeting was presided 
over by Mr. Bailey, ot tbe Bulletin, Bee 
Sentinel. Mr. Bailey is the same gentle- 
man who refused to lake the oath of allegi- 
ance until he fouud that the United States 
would tyrannically (?) refuse to allow him 
to resuscitate the organ of Jeff. Davis until 
he had done so. His present paper, Die 
B-il etin, found evidence of Southern spin' 
in the result of the late Richmond election, 
and dubiously remarked on that occasi >»' 
that "loyalty* might come hereafter.'' T'c 
tesolulions were offered by Mr. P. H. Ay- 
Lett, editor of the Richmond Times, I sheet 
that iusisled on the people of Virginia 
voting as they pleased, aud which moiv 
than any other iufiuence iu that Slate has 
built up tbe ultra Southern teeliug that is 
now the dangerous element in Virginia; T. 
P. August, B ho raised Ihe first regiment in 
Virginia to wage war agaiust tbe Uuited 
States, offered resolutions equally fulsome. 
These men, and others like them, are tbe 
persons conspicuous in the matter of the 
President's reception. The true Union 
uewspaper meu, like Palmer, Stems ami 
Deweilen, of the Republic, are either ig- 
nored altogether, or are assigned back seats. 

These men have au objeei in all this ; iu 
fact, two objects. In tbe first place, they 
vfaul jxtrdoiis, after obtaining which the j y 
"wont care for anybody," as oue of theui 
said. Tbese pardous they expect to get bv 
such cheap manilestalious of a loyally, tin- 
sincerity of which their >\ hole lives, up to 
the preseut hour, renders more thau piob- 
lematical. The other obiect they have ai 
heart is the revocation of Geueral Turner's 
order concerning the recent election. The^ 
are morbidly anxious to get rid of the 
United States troops, aud to resume their 
control of the State. 

There is no dan L . er that the President, 
even if he goes lo Richmond, will be de- 
ceived by these men. Their animus is so 
plain, and their professions in too palpable 
contradiction lo their covert practice to 
render their machiuatious daugerous.— 
t hiiadelpbia inquirer. 



The "Carnival of Crime."— Speaking 
of what has been styled "ihe carnival ol 
crime" in this country, the Boston Adverti- 
ser contends that the same social disturb- 
ances exist in Europe, aud therefore can- 
not be attributed to the existence or cessa- 
tion of a great war.

Ele the latest copy received of the Loudon 
ews, we find recorded in one number no 
less than six murders, besides one shocking 
case in which a family of children were 
poisoned by wholesale, three dying, and 
three more barely eacaping; two suicides, 
one execution for a double murder; and 
thefts, burglaries and swindlings too plenty 
tor enumeration. These iucidenls aie all 
chronicled in a very common-place man- 
ner, and with no hint of anything unusual 
in tbeir abundance. There is very little 
comfort in contemplating the misfortunes 
of our neighbors, but it is a relief to tell 
that the present 'carnival of ciine' exists 
only iu the In ad lines of those papers which 
are nothing it not sensational." 



Shooting ot the Wrights. 

It now appears that the shooting of Judge 
L. F. Wright aud bis four grown sons, near 
Rolla, Mo., two weeks since, by Col. Bab- 
coke's militia, was a military necessity, 
justifiable under tbe circumstances. The 
family had been intensely disloyal — two of 
the sons serving in Dick Taylor's army, 
while the father and hit two other sous 
staid at home as bushwhackers. They 
were notorious and unrelenting in their 
persecutions of Union meu. The extent 
and terrible nature of these persecutions 
are too well known. An organization 
existed, iu which Judge Wright was a 
leader, that made the entire Osage coun- 
try unsafe for loyal lives or property. 
•The return of peace to the country at large 
had not brought corresponding peace to that 
distracted neighborhood. Col. Babcoke 
was seut with a company of militia to ar- 
rest tbe Wrights. They attempted to es- 
cape. Tbe militiamen, remembering oid 
grie vences, shot them all dead. It was a 
severe remedy, but they would have requir- 
ed something more thau mortal forbear-

A daughter of Hiram Powers, the cele- 
brated sculptor, is married to one of tbe 
richest merchants of Sheffield, England- 
Mr. lbbetson— aud is the most accom- 
plished lady in that part of England. 

A woman who was being examined in a 
scandal case, in the Madison (Ind.) police 
court, was interrogated by tbe magistrate 
as to whether she was the wife of tbe re- 
spondent. She replied, "I suppose I'm his 
wife by brevet!"

Orlando Kellogg, of.Essex county, N. Y., 
who tor many years past has takeu a prom- 
inent position iu public matters, died at 
Elizabelhtown on Thursday. Mr. Kellogg 
was elected to Congress in 18-10, and again 
in 1802 and 1801. He was a diligent, Labo- 
rious representative, and deservedly popu- 
lar. His death creates a vacancy, to be 
tilled at the next election. At the time ot 
his death Mr. Kellogg was lifty-six ' )ars 
of age. 

The special election for Mayor in New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, on Friday, result- 
ed in the success of Mr. John T. Jeakius, 
the Union candidate, by forty-one majority.

The 
Unionists, however, having made consid- 
erable gains iu the spring election, are ev 1- 
dently determined to persist in the good 
work until the city is secured permanently 
a.id by a decisive preponderance to then- 
control. Union meu elsewhere will do well 
to imitate their example.

He 
was killed in battle, and his body taken 
home and buried by bis nearest friend and 
comrade, who was with bim when he tell.

Wheu the 
happy day un ived, aud just as tbe clergy- 
mau was about to prououuee them man 
and wife, tbe lady suddenly fainted, and, 
heing revived, forbade auy lurlher proce- 
dure, as she said she had seen the spirit ol 
her former lover, and he ww* opposed to 
the match. She persisted in her decision 
and has since retired to a convent. 

A New York correspondent writes: "The 
mau who does uot w aut to be pardoned, tbe 
rt-uegade Mitcbel, now of Fortress Monroe, 
it is understood, is to be succeeded in the 
News office by the ex-rebel Gen. Manstieid 
Uovell. The experiment of making John 
Mitchel editor of the concern 'was spoiled 
by that person's inopportune insolence, ami 
the result was the transfer of John from 
the sanctum in Chatham street to B cell iu 
Fortress }Mouroe. Mauslield Lovell had 
better profit by his predecessor's experi- 
ence. It is bad enough to have the city 
swarming with traitors aud rebels, who but 
yesterday, as it were, were slayiug our sons 
aud brothers right and left, but it would be 
more thau human patieuce could endure to 
have them trying to disseminate their trea- 
son anew under our eyes and noses in the 
press. 

The Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Regiment 
aud its Colonel. 

Tbe return of the Fifty-fourth Massachu- 
setts, the first colored regiment that went u> 
the war, is expected at Boston in a tew days. 

1 he commanding officer, Colonel Hollowell 
—of au old (Quaker Philadelphia lamily— 
has just been promoted to a brevet Briga- 
dier Generalship. He entered tbe ranks as 
a private iu 1801, was next on General Fre- 
mont's staff, again in tbe Twentieth Mas- 
sachusetts, served at Autietam, aud while 
iu a military hospital was offered a commis- 
sion iu the Filly-fourth. 

Iu February, 1S03, Geueral Hallowell 
opened camp at Readville, near Boston, aud 
received the first colored trooops enlisted at 
tbe North, cousisiiug of a squad from Puil- 
adelphia, who had been quietly torwarded, 
as the prejudice agaiust colored troops was 
very strong at that time. The regiment 
was filled, and he obtained the position of 
Major under the gallant Colonel Robert 
Shaw, his brother in the meantime beiug 
made Colonel of the Fifty-fifth colored reg- 
iment. An account of bis further exploits 
is given by a Philadelphia paper 

"The 54ih regiment left Boston on the 
28th of May, 1803, aud proceeded to Morris 
Island, where they assisted in making the 
celebrated charge on Fort Wagner. Col. 
Shaw led the right wing, and Major Hallo- 
well the left. They both succeeded in 
reachiugthe top of tbe parapet, while their 
men dropped ou every side. Colonel Shaw 
was killed, while Major Hallowell was 
severely wounded aud rolled f>oui the top 
of the fort into the ditch, where he was shot 
a second time before his men got him off in 
safety. He was sent home, where for many 
months he was confined to bis bed, scarcely 
able to move, and suffering tbe most in-

Such being the case, there is pregnant 
meaning in the resolutions ot a Rolla meet- 
ing, called to vindicate Col. Babcoke, that 
"if we hud after due trial that bushwhack- 
ers and robbers cannot be brought to jus- 
tice by civil process, then all good men 
ought to rise up and exterminate them; 
that we believe further that it would be 
better for both the paroled prisoners and the 
country, that they do not return to South 
Missouri." 

Rebel Stores Captured at Macon by 
Gen. Wilson. — An inventory, takeu by 
tbe Chief of Ordnance, of rebel stores cap- 
tured at Macon, Georgia, by Gen. Wilson, 
show eighty-seven pieces of artillery, ten 
steam engines, onebuudred and fifty pieces 
of various kinds of machinery, a great 
many naval stores brought up from Pensa- 
cola, together with the books of the Pensa- 
cola navy yard; sixty thousand pounds of 
cordage, light house furniture ot every kind, 
one hundred thousand pounds of copper in 
bheets, bolts, aud rods, four hundred tons 
bar iron, fresh from John Bull's domin- 
ions, immense quantities of chemicals, ten 
thousand rounds shot and shell, freshly 
cast; "one thousand tons ca.st iron, thirty 
thousand stand captured arms, together 
with a large lot of pistols in process of 
completion. The estimated value of these 
atorea is two million ot dollars

DANGER OF MAINTAINING LEG 1 1 1. 
MATE AUTHORITY. 

The Democrat says "the dangerous mis- 
take of not adopting the Sherman-Johnston 
truce treaty is beginning to bear its legiti- 
mate fruit. We hear of difficulties iu the 
South about reorganization of States satis- 
factorily." 

It is also to be noticed that the dangerous 
mistake of deposing Jeff. Davis from au- 
thority is beginning to bear its legitimate 
fruits. A great many are dissatisfied about 
it, and the fact occasions difficulties in the 
reorganization of the States satisfactorily. 
And besides there is something of a puzzle 
as to what exactly shall be done with Jeff. 
The country has been in suspense over this 
special question sometime; and a vast 
amount of indignant, imploring, execra- 
ting and exasperating ink has been sin d 
upon it. Kow if his authority as President 
ot the Confederate States had been quietly 
acknowledged, all this would have been 
avoided. The Southern States in regula- 
ting their own internal affairs to suit them- 
selves, according to the immortal principle 
of "States-Rights" had united in a Confed- 
eracy and placed Jeff. Davis at the head of 
it. Despotic fanaticism came along and 
knocked him off his high perch, and dis- 
banded the State organizations that were 
sustaining him there. And it now finds it- 
self in a pretty muss. It wouldn't allow 
these States to "regulate" according to their 
own notions, and it now encounters "clifli- 
cultits" iu regulating according to its no- 
tions. 

Pious people encounter similar difficul- 
ties in regulating their own lives, and 
striving to baffle the devil in his myriad- 
fold assaults iu the shape of temptations 
and troubles. If they would only give way 
to him, they would glide swittly and 
smoothly down the broad road ! The chief 
end of individual end national existence 
being to avoid difficulties and get on easi.y, 
it is strange that men should ever oppose 
anything or anybody ; strange that anar- 
chy, lawlessness, crime, bogus authorities, 
and all manner of evasions of legitimate 
power, should not be allowed to have full 
swing. " We hear of difficulties" wherever 
the attempt is made to control obstinate de- 
fiers of law. And that fact furnishes 
abundant pi oof of the "dangerous mis- 
take" made by those who are entrusted 
with the enforcement of law. It is a very 
despotic, blundering Government, this of 
ours. It keeps itself continually in hot 
water by the "dangerous mistake" of try- 
iug to sustain its authority over malcon- 
tents and traitors. How easily it could 
have recognized the rebel State Govern- 
ments, according to the terms of the Sher- 
man-Johnston treaty, thereby legitimizing 
all those Governments had done, surren- 
dering its own sovereignty, acknowledging 
that of the States, confessing in the act its 
unparalleled guilt in waging war to de- 
fend what it thus surrenders, and avoiding 
all difficulties. But, in its despotic blind- 
ness, it refused to see this plain road to 
self-annihilation and repose, and now it 
has a heavy job on its hands of reorganiz- 
ing the revolted States satisfactorily.

OF EREEDMEN. 

A certain class of journals, some pretend- 
ing to be Union, others not, but all poison- 
ed with the old virus of slavery, hiss out 
"Jacobin" with a venom that almost foams 
at the mouth, against those who write or pub- 
lish any reports of mal-treatment to freed- 
men in the South. Such persons are ac- 
cused of the most fiendish motives, and 

pronounced unmitigated liars without a 
moment's hesitation. The people of the 
South are declared to be accepting the new 
status of freedom in good faith and with 
the utmost cordiality and readiness. Even 
the existence of occasional exceptions is 
faintly, if at all, recognized by this class of 
journals. Now the truth is that some in the 
South are accepting the new order, and 
some are not. And it remains very dubi- 
ous whether the former class yet constitute 
a majority. We give below three state- 
ments made officially, touching this point 
which we clip from our telegraphic columns 

Raleigh, N. OL Aug. 21.— Lieutenant 
W. A. Hahn, on secret duty of an important 
character in the Department of Virginia, 
has arrived here from a trip through the 
Northeastern port on of this State, where 
there is no military force. He reports that 
three negroes were shot iu Northampton 
county the other day by the Home Guards, 
or County Police, for refusing to return to 
their masters after accepting of employ- 
ment elsewhere; that the people refuse to 
recognize the lreedom of the blacks, who 
are whipped and tortured in the most 
fiendish manner for merely expressing a 
desire to be free, and that shooting and 
killing these creatures appears to be the or- 
der of the day. Lieut. Hahn also says a 
Union man in Hartford county was driven 
from his home for employing a colored girl 
as servant without consulting her former 
master. He also says a perfect reign of ter- 
ror exists in that portion of the State ou ac- 
count of the absence of the military. 

Beal form, N. C , August 25.— Governor 
Holdeu, of North Carolina, having request- 
ed General Ruger, commanding at Raieigh, 
to remand three citizens arrested by the 
latter for assaulting a freedman, to the 
county in which the . ffense was committed, 
to be tried by a civil tribunal, and calling 
his attention to the fact that civil law had 
been reorganized in that county, General 
Ruger replies that it appears to him inex- 
pedient to comply with the request, for the 
reason, among others, that it is the duty cf 
the military to preserve order; that though 
the magistrates have been appointed, they 
do not take official notice of unlawful vio- 
lence toward the freedmen, although such 
acts are by no means unfrequent in differ- 
ent sections of the State. He also says that 
of late several cases of homicide of freed- 
men by whites have been brought to his 
knowledge, but in no oase have they been 
noticed by Che magistrates or civil officer*, 
and no effort has been made for investiga- 
tion ; and, from his own observation and 
formation, these acts of violence are becom- 
ing more frequent. He therefore thinks 
prompt trial and punishment by a military 
commission the only adequate remedy for 
the evil. 

Gen. Swayne, assistant commissioner of 
freed men's affairs for the State of Alabama, 
telegraphs troni Montgomery, under date 
of ttie 2»th iost.. to Gen. Howard, Superin- 
tendent of the 1- reedmen's Bureau, calling 
for additional mi lit -try force to put a stop to 
the cruelties practiced on the freedmen of 
Alabama by the late slaveholders and 
others. Gen. Swayne suggests thi.t the 2d 
Maine cavalry be sent to them at once. 

These statements are not to be put aside 
as Jacobinism. Nor denounced because 
they are likely to stir up sectionalism, and 
keep open the old feuds. 

It is unquestionably the duty of all men 
to help heal the wounds between North 
and South. But a wound that has become 
gangrenous cannot be healed with a bread- 
aud-milk poultice 1 And the attempt to 
hide the gangrene with such an applljnce 
is reprehensible quackery. 

The animosity that exhibits itself in the 
persecution of freedmen, is the present 
phase of treason at the South, and an emi- 
nent 1 v gangrenous one. And the applica- 
tion of brisk, resolute cautery is the only 
treatment that gives the least promise of 
success. The negro must be protected as a 
freeman, iu the enjoy meat of bis rights, Ilk* 



•11 other freemen. And the General Gov- 
ernment will have to afford tme protection 
until its interference is no longer necessary. 
And if this necessity postpones the day of 
Union, the fault is with the parties creat- 
ing i*. _ , «»■ 

PEOPLE VERSUS STATES. 

The General Government did not origi- 
nally create the States, but the States the 
General Government.— Democrat. 

The proposition affirmed here is as erro- 
neous as the one denied. The States no 
more created tbe General Government than 
the General Government the States. The 
' people created both. The preamble to thu 
' United States Constitution says: "We, the 
veople, in order to insure, <fcc., do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for the Uni- 
ted States of Ameria." The distinction 
here between "States" and "people" is sig- 
nificant, was deliberately made by the 
framers of the Constitution, and is of no 
little importance iu its bearing upon the ar- 
rogant pretentions acd usurpations of State 
governments. The cunning and persistent 
confounding of this distinction was a ready 
and effective weapon in the hands of State 
sovereignty advocates. The illusion was 
most diligently inculcated thatthe National 
Government was a mere confederation of 
sovereign power*— one of the Democrat's 
"contracts"-the creature of the States, and 
therefore (albeit even this is anon sequiter) 
subordinate iu authority. And the country 
had to witness the humiliating spectacle 
(tbe direct product of this fallacy) of emi- 
nent men like Alex. Stephens and Robt. E. 
Lee, men who certainly were not inherently 
treacherous and lacking in patriotic fervor, 
forswearing their fealty and banding 
themselves with ingrained, foredoomed 
traitors and anarchists, because their no- 
tions as to where sovereignty lay, and 
whence the Nation derived its legitimate 
powers, were so egregiously perverted. 
They regarded the Nation as a conglomer- 
ate instead of an organic sturcture, which 
no central volition or mandate could per- 
vade without the consent of the constituent 
pieces, namely the States. A cluster of 
crystals, but itself amorphous. 

Such a structure existed in the old con- 
federation prior to the formation of our pre- 
sent Government, and it was just l>eeause 
that had proved itself a failure that the 
"more perfect Union" announced in the 
preamble to 'he Constitution, was formed. 
Current Democracy in no way exhibits its 
fossilized condition more thoroughly aud 
conspicuously, than in its mumbling over 
the political philosophy pertaining and ap- 
propriate to the ante-Constitutional period 
of our National history. It would be an 
anachronism not a whit more picturesque 
in its absurdity, to advocate our existing 
allegiance to the British Crown. 

THE PROBLEM EASY. 

The Chief of the Freedman's Bureau, 
Major General Howard, made an admir- 
able, common sense, and instructive speech 
in Chicago, last Sunday evening, explana- 
tory of the character and operations of that 
Bureau. The sum of ita purposes is simply 
to induct the late slave into the responsibil- 
ities as well as the full enjoyment of free- 
dom and manhood, in the shortest possible 
titne, and with the least possible shock to 
the social structure. The General announc- 
ed with equal terseness aud truth, that the 
whole problem lies in securing simple jus- 
tice to the freedman. If the people of the 
South could but see this, the Bureau would 
disappear at once, along with all forms and 
degrees of military interference, and the 
States would be reorganized without May 
Until they do see it, the Government cannot 
and Kill not cease to occupy, and to exert 
all needful control over that unhappy le- 
gion. Gen. Howard -aid in this connection: 

I am opposed M a pcrmtincr' cstablisJh- 
tnent in vVashineton for the purposes for 
which the bureau labors. I think our only 
efforts should be with a view- to an end of 
all this. The-eubjects are entirely matters 
for State control ; and when any Stat 9 shows 
that it is able and willing to undertake the 
work — willing to take care of its own poor, 

The General had lived sometime in the 
South prior to the war and has had no lit** 
tie experience of colored human nature in 
l>ondage and freedom. He makes the very 
sensible remark that the negro is very 
much like other people. This is the plain 
intelligible postulate on which their suc- 
cessful organization into free Belf-support- 
ing communities is to be based. Its ad- 
mission is the all-important step required 
of their white oppressors. The negro is hu- 
man and swayed by human motives. Give 
him the same opportunity to follow the 
lead of those motives, which is his by in- 
alienable right, and which the white man 
demands at the cost, if need be, of revolt 
and violence, and the question of "What to 
do with the freedmen'' is already solved. 
The solution is to do nothing with him, but 
give him his rights and teach him how to 
exercise and maintain them. Or, perhaps, 
we may omit even the latter part, and bare- 
ly give him his rights. That is, quit "do- 
ing" with him, and let him do for himself 
under the stress of those legitimate coer- 
cions which spring from the sense of self- 
preservation. 

Gen. Howard says the success of this 
simple plan wherever it has been fairly 
tried has greatly exceeded expectation. 
Every jot of testimony from the South con- 
firms this statement. The late rebel com- 
munities can be restored to peace, good or- 
der, and unexampled thrift, and uninter- 
rupted self-government by doing simple 
justice to the black man. Will they be 
wise, or are they foredoomed to "the dogs?"

Commercial Matter* In New Vork. 

New York, Aug. 31.— The stock market 
shows rather more spirit. There is more 
speculative movement and prices are gen- 
erally firmer. The outside public still 
kept aloof from tbe market and transactions 
are confined to a few large operators who 
appear to aim at nothing more than keep- 
ing prices steady till a favorable opportunity 
occurs for inaugurating a grand fall specu- 
lation. At the first session of the Stock 
Exchange there was a continued firmness 
throughout call, and bidding prices were 
raised ou some shares. Michigan Southern 
and Pittsburg were the favorites. At the 
stjeond board the market was firm, with an 
advance on Reading, Pittsburg, Rock 
Island and Old Soutb. At the last board 
tbe market was strong throughout call, 
with a fair demand for stocks. Govern- 
ment stocks are quiet but generally steady. 
There is a steady supply of old .i-_0, from 
holders desiring to convert them into the 
new issue, which sold at % lower. 

There is very little investment demand 
for 7-30's and gold. Many of the second 
and third series are offered for sale. State 
bonds were firmer, especially on Tennessee 
ti's. Mechanics shares were firmer, with a 
further rise in Atlantic Mail. 

Gold has been very strong all day. Cus- 
tom demand active, anJ there is some little 
doing for speculation. Money easy, with 
abundant supply. 

Petroleum stocks more active, especially 
on Excelsior, Tack and U. 8. The petro- 
leum market is lirm for all descriptions, 
and a moderate busineso at 3O(g;30}£c for 
crude, 50(a,54c for refined in bond, and 011(3, 
73c for refined free. 

The Express says that leading railroads 
out of this city are crowded with freight 
bouud for tbe West aud Soutb, and the 
rolling stock of different companies is taxed 
to its utmost. Activity in the dry goods 
trade is unabated. Many jobbing bouses 
are compelled to work ne^.riy all night in 
order to get their sales up. Some of the 
large firms have actually been compelled 
to stop their sales iu the middle of the day, 
until goods already sold could be entered 
and shipped. Leading houses now fre- 
quently sell from |2.">0,000 to $300,000 per 
day. The demand is from all sections, aud 
especially tbe South, which is taking an 
immense amouut of goods. Merchants from 
this section come here prepared to pay the 
whole of their old indebtedness. 

They are generally provided with receipts 
of cotton, rice, aud tobacco, and tbe amouut 
of produce in the South is much larger 
than waa anticipated. Cash system is all 
the rage, and probably three- quarters of 
the business is now done for cash. 

The supply of goods, both foreign and 
domestic, is not equal to the demand, and 
stock is unusually large for theseason. The 
market is very firm for everything, aud 
prion is steadily advancing. Auction sales 
of French goods yesterday was a complete 
success, aud there was an advance ot 7@b"> 
per cent, right through the catalogue, with 
a rush for merinos. 

The book trade never was so active as at 
the present, and some of the principal es- 
tablishments are running their presses ex- 
tra time.

New York, August 31.— The Tribune 
calls attention to Captain Wirtz' appeal for 
pe-cuuiary aid to defray the expenses of bis 
delensu, and BBJS: "We are fully con- 
vinced that this trial will thoroughly ex- 
jKise the foul character of the rebellion, 
while it will reflect the highest credit upon 
our national reputation lor magnanimity 
aud justice."

The Railroad slaughter on i 
and Alabama Road— Im 
ticulars. 

One of the Messengers of Adams' Ex- 
press Company, who arrived on last even- 
ing's train, gave us some important par- 
ticulars concerning the recent horrible 
tragedy on the Tennessee and Alabama 
railroad, near Reynold's Station. 

The accident referred to occurred on the 
25th instant, within one mile of Reynold's 
Statiou, where a light trestle bridge crossed 
Richland creek. The locomotive, followed 
by niue cars, broke through the trestle 
work and plunged a distance of forty-three 
feet. 

Just before the accident, a number of pas- 
sengers, expressed their fears concerning 
the stability of the bridges and trestle work. 
The surrounding scenery was of the wildest 
description. Here tbere was a irowning 
hill with its immense cliffs; there was the 
turbid creek, which, owiug to recent rains, 
bad accumulated a depth of twelve teet. 
The light trestle work spanning the creek 
added to the rural beauty of tbe scene. The 
flying train loaded with precious freight 
approached the spot, when suddenly the 
engine plunged downward and dragged 
with it the remaining cars. 

When the last crash was over — when the 
deathly stillness had succeeded the breath- 
less dead— then there was time to contem- 
plate the horrors of the disaster. 

The accident occurred last Friday, nearly 
a week since, yet the full particulars have 
not yet been gained. An informant who 
was on the spot yesterday afternoon at thr e 
o'clock, informs us that twenty-seven dead 
bodies have been taken from the river. A 
car, supposed to contain the bodies of thirty 
or forty negroes, remains in the bed of the 
creek almost entirely submerged. 

From auother intormant we learn that 
the citizens residing in that immediate 
neighborhood were actively engaged in se- 
curing spoils instead of attending to the 
wants of the wounded and dying. If greed 
can display itself at such an hour, we are 
sorry, we are ashamed, to hear of it. Only 
twenty five men were engaged yesterday 
in removing the debris of the recent acci- 
dent. 

Another informant gives us another state- 
ment, which we really hope is not true. A 
Lieutenant and twelve men, who were on 
_:'i ii 1 at or near the bridge, secured a con- 
siderable lot of the spoils, and left word 
with a negro to send tbe articles to Indian- 
apolis within four weeks. 

But we hesitate in our record. We have 
other items, but we cannot invite our read- 
ers to a feast of hoirors. It is sufficient to 
state that the public and the whole country 
demands a swilt, speedy, and sure investi- 
gation of the whole matter.
